it .■! few yeiir.s before, Every younB 
Uoer, on the other band, has been taujjht 
to believe that, in a sacred struggle for 
inde|ieiidence !Uid for the posscK.sion of 
a country ncqiiiretl b.v the sujrjugarion of 
nativi! tribes, the Divine iiid enabled 
them three times to overcome the forces 
of 11 more powerful nation wincli was 
compelled by their su|ievior dash and 
eoura^e to an ahspl'lte luirrouder, and 
has never sinci! ventured to take any 
serious stei>s to check the cause of ap- 
>;r(>ssinn which they, as (iod's favored 
jieople, have thoufrht lit to take against 
till' doomed (".'inaiinites of South Africa. 

Now, whatever may he allej;ed iiKaiiist 
llie wisdom or justice of om- annexation 
of the Transvaal in 1S7T, there can be 
no doubt that it was welcomed hy many 
of the leadiiij.' Boers and acipiiesced iii 
by the majority as releasing; the state 
from 11 ciinditiou of hopeless hnukrnptcy 
and allordiiiK them iiroteetioii from the 
niitive.M, wliose srowlnR hostility ami 
menacing attitude formed a constant 
sourpe of unrest and, anxiety. 

Few BngHshmen, again, know that it 



was in a time of profund pence In 1)(^ 
ceinher, 1880— <thfiir enemies havint; been 
subdued round about them by Briti.sh 
linns— that the Boers suddenly rose 
against the government to which they 
owed so. mueh (I do "not say that there 
were not grievances nor causes of com- 
])laint which demanded redress, thouK'h 
the chief ostensible one was the Icvyiiiu 
of the necessary taxes), and we wen^ 
startled by the news that liny had 
treacherously sjiri)rised and fallen upon 
a detachment of the !)4th Itetiiinent, who 
were inarching through the country, and 
had shot them down. 

How man.v amongst ns are aware, too, 
that this act of the hard-working, self- 
respecting farmers was followed a few 
weeks later hy their invasion of the 
neighboring colony of Natal, on the .soil 
of which all the three engageineuts ot' 
that unhappy campaign wer(> foughtV 
Or who realizes that one of the earliest 
uses made of that iiideiiendeiiee, which, 
after this eanipaigii, we had too gener- 
ously concedec(, was to make a raid into 
Zululnnd and seize upon some o£ the 



most fertile tracts of the country, reck- 
oning only too aocuratoly upon the com- 
placenc.V of ithe then secretary for the 
colonies, the late r.K3rd Derby? 

But why <lo I cite these facts?' Not 
(purely to influence feeding in Kngliind 
against thi; Boers. Far from il. As I 
said and wrote in ],S81., even when 
smarting n;ider the humiliation to which 
no lOiiglishumn in Kouah Africa could 
be insensible, there is nothing, if v/c. only 
lei sound reason and Chrfstian feeling 
have their due weight, to ))revent Boers 
iiiHl British living as hretliren and work- 
ing t<igether f;;r the prosperity of the 
wlu>h> country, while tliere is ■every rea- 
son why we should not itre.sent to the 
heathen the iniserable .spectacle of Cliris- 
tiims ac'tnated by hatred and revenge, 
and thirsting for each other's blood. 

But this unhapiiy consuinmation seems 
only to ln> attainable by the prevalence 
of such ideas of truth and justice aiwl 
lilierl.v as it was hoped might hii secured 
under what was termed British Hir/,<>rain- 
t.v. The roursc of legislation at Pretoria 
since 18S1 under the dictatorship of 



I'resident Kniger shows how widdy dif- 
ferent is the Boer conception of these es- 
sontial elcnjents in civilJacd life, while 
"nhe recent course pt events discloses to» 
plainly the real aim of the leaders, to lie 
nothing short of the establitdimont of 
Boer supremacy throughmit South Af- 
rica. What that supremacy would meuji, 
not to a few capitiUiKts or Hpcoulators, 
or to some few thousands ot minors and 
operators who have eii)l)nrkpd their all 
in the country, Tiot even to some of the 
higher interes-ts most justly dear to the 
hfviits of ICnglishmen, as, e.g., the cause 
of Christian missions to the natives — 
but Lo the jirestige, the well-being of ithe 
whole British EiniHre. and whether, 
thiM-efore, th(> averting of so direful a 
contingenc.v is an object worthy of the 
piutriotlc efforts and prayers of all who 
are thankful ff>r their heritagiv as sub- 
jects of till' Qiie<Mi, ought to m<H?t with 
no ambiguous reply.
